éik [od@y Said it i6 almost certain that the United States will give Korea an additional 
fishing quota of 50,000 to 100,000 tons this year. Ambassador Kim, who is to leave for 
home to attend on annual meeting of diplomats in Seoul next week, Said in a press iter- 
v Lew with Korean correspondents here that agreement on the allocation of an additional 
juote would be concluded in early April. The additional quota is a par. of the 199,000 
tons which had been allocated to the Soviet Union in the Bering Sea Zone, the ambassador 
added. For the Soviet share which was taken back in retaliation for its military inter- 
vention in Afghanistan, Korea, Japan, Mexico, Spain and Nationalist China were competing. 


With the additional quota, Korea can catch more than 220,000 tons in the U.S. waters 
this year. Ambassador Kim also expressed optimism at the prospects of the export of 
Korean-made colour television sets to the Amerioan market.

GREEK PAPER ALLEGES U.S. PRESSURE OVER TERRITORIAL LIMIT ISSUE; DENIAL 
"EXORMISI' Allegation

(Text) ‘The ‘Jreek Goverrment does not have the right, even for reasons of internal 
mumption, to refer to the possibility of extending Greek territorial waters to 12 miles, 
Since the United States has officially taken a stand against such measures in the area 
f the Aegean.’ The State Department takes this occasion to recommend that the Greek 
Sovernment deal ‘realistically with the serious Aegean problems and manifest good will in 
{ts dialog with Turkey.” This was the content of the talks between U.S, Amb Robert 
McCloskey and Deputy Foreign Minister A. Zaimis during their last meeting, according tc 
rte by a foreign diplomatic source in Athens. The same source added that the meeting 
between McCloskey and Zaimis, although in an atmosphere of normal cordiality, nevertheless 
hed unpleasant aspects in connection with U.S. positions on tne issue of the extension of 
jreek territorial waters to l2 miles, 


eciflcally, it has been learned that McCloskey reminded ‘aimis that even the mere mention, 
for various internal reasons, of the extension of Greek territorial waters in the Aegean 
uses great uneasiness to the U.S, Government, which has expressed its opposition to this 
measure, f course, this means thet the United States not only will not recognize such 
e Sreek decision, if someday it is implemented, but that it will exercise manifold pressure 
government to foil every effort in such a direction, In order to make himself 
learer, the same sources add, McCloskey reminded Zeimis that the U.S. Navy and Air Force 
sve already been instructed by the White House to dispute “in practice” the decisions 
ther states to extend their territorial waters to more than 6 miles, that is, the 
mit respected by the United States. 


As has been observed, however, it seems that these threatening overtures are aimed only 
toward Greece, because no obher state has so far taken into consideration the U.S, threats, 
especially the Soviet Union which, together with other countries, maintains territorial 


waters 12 miles wide, According to McCloskey's warning, U.S. ships and planes will from 
now on enler the ses and airspace of those countries with territorial waters wider than 
j miles, 


However, it has not been learned what position the government will maintain towerd the 
ew U.&, provocation which, eccording to the opinion of foreign political observers in 
Athens, falls within the context of unbearable pressure the U.S. side is exercising on 
‘reece, especially in the last 2 years. Since 1936 Greece has defined its territorial 
waters ac 5 miles and these rights, in conjunction with its position in the Aegean, were

never questioned even by the Axis forces in the prewar period when they hed vitel interests 
in the Mediterranean, Also, Turkey since 1914 has maintained territorial waters in the 
Aexean ot 6 miles and at 12 miles in the Black Sea and its southern coasts, 


in any case this new “advice” by the State Department to the good “friends” in Athens has 
wused surprise to ireek and foreign observers because it clearly shows the extent t 


which Greek affairs are controlled by the Americans and the allies of the Atlantic alliance, 
ine luding Turkey. 


Within the framework always of their "good" intentions toward Greece, Ambassador McCloskey 
iid not forget to warn Jaimis that the Turkish General Staff also opposes the possible 
extension of Greek territorial waters in the Aegean and that such an “unreasonable” act 
will be confronted decisively with countermeasures by Ankara, Purthermore, McCloskey 


asked the goverrment to maintain a realistic spirit for the sake of NATO's broader 
interests. 


Meanwhile, various comments have been expressed by Greek and foreign political observers 
concerning the "tepid" and "lifeless" replies of the government spokesman to the recent 
provocative statements of Turkish officials, especially Foreign Minister Erkmen who has 
hinted, among other things, at inalienable Turkish rights in the Aegean which, in 
addition to the security aspects, is of economic interest to the Turkish state. The 
otrange thing in this entire affatr is that, under the cloak of responsible circles, 
iweek Jovernment spokesmen reply to the lengthy statements of Turkish officials with 
mild language and with a few words clearly hinting that for the sake of allied unity 

the government will always keep the door of Greek-Turkish dialog open,

(Text ] Jakarta, 20 Peb (ANTARA)}#-The Indonesian Government has told foreign oil con- 
tractors in the sea off Natuna Island to continue their operations despite Vietnam's 
reference to that frontier as a disputed area, Speaking to the Parliament Commission 
VI here Tuesday Wijarso, director general of oil and natural gas, stated this in reply 
to a question of the members of the commission, 


Witarso said the Vietnamese objection to oil exploration in the sea north of the 

island was an old issue which was raised on the fact that the two countries had not 
concluded an agreement on continental shelves in that territory, The issue surfaced 
again recently when the state oil company, PERTAMINA, signed a contract with Esso to 
conduct o11 explorations in that offshore territory. Previously an Italian oil company, 
AGIP, Operated in that area but failed to discover oil and returned the contract to 
PERTAMINA who later gave it to the American company. 





I think the Vietnamese only want to remind us that part of that territory is still being 
disputed, Therefore, despite the Vietnamese reaction we have assured Esso to go ahead 
with its operational schedule and it does continue operating, he said, 


An executive of the directorate general, Sumbaryong, said Indonesia and Vietnam, in- 
cluding the defunct South Vietnamese regime, had held three talks on that issue but 
failed to come to an agreement. We respect and want to abide by the Geneva convention on 
border agreement between count7ies such as have been concluded with other neighbouring 
countries lixe Australia, Malavsia, Singapore and the Philippines, he added.

INDLAN OCEAN FLSHERLES COOPERATION REPORTED 
Meeting in Perth 
Victoria NATLON in English 7 Mar 80 pp 1, 2 
Text] Fishing nations in the Indian Ocean must cooperate to increase 
marine research ind exercise much greater control over the exploitation 


of fish stocks. 


That was the strong message to come from the sixth meeting of the Indian 
Ocean Fisherics Commission held in Perth, Australia, last week. 


Many of the -0 countries at the meetins supported the call for regional 
cooperation made by the Seychelles celegation, Dr Maxime Ferrari, Minis- 
ter for Pleaantne and Development, and Mr Karl St Ange, Minister of Agri- 
culture, 


Minister Ferrari, who arrived home last night, made a major speech at the 
IOFC in which he stressed that management of fish resources was vital to 
a country Like Seychelles with its small population and its limited re- 
sources apart from tish. 


“Lt is natural for a country like ours to look to fisheries as the major 
vehicle tor its tuture development. For this reason the state of its 
stocks, both those inside its exclusive economic zone and those outside 
in the adjoining bigh seas, is of paramount importance to us," he said. 


"It is a major policy objective of the Seychelles Government to make sure 
that future generations, too, may enjoy them." 

In his speech, Dr Ferrari on behalf of the Government, invited the coun- 
tries of the revion to join together to protect the resources of the Indian 
Ucean . 


Cooperatico should start on a practical level suc. as workshops on fishery 
development, on surveillance and policies relating to the exclusive 
economic zones o! the region. 
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Minister Ferrari stressed the need for research as the only basis for 
proper management of fish stocks. With detailed knowledge of fish re- 
sources, the various countries would be able to set up management poli- 
cles to preserve them for the future. 


"It is important that funds for such research be made available. To this 
end the Government of Seychelles hopes to be able, in cooperation with 


other countries of the region, to obtain funds from various international 
agencies," he said. 


Many delegates at the meeting joined Seychelles in saying that fishing in 
the Indian Ocean by noncoastal countries such as Japan and Korea should 
be reduced. This should apply not only inside the EEZs but also on the 
high seas. 


Several members said it did not make sense that distant countries should 
exploit resources on the doorstep of coastal states. They called for an 
orderly transfer of technology to the developing coastal states enabling 
them to increase their share in the fish catch. 


Dr Ferrari referred to the present state of the longline fisheries as an 
example of bad management of fish resources and one that should be avoided 
in the new surface tuna fisheries. 


Longline fishing had been pioneered by noncoastal states and initial high 
catches had led to a rapid increase in their involvement. Several hundred 
ships were now fishing in the Indian Ocean mean catches had declined and 
the fishery was approaching its economic limit. 


"It is consequently difficult for coastal states to enter this fishery 
today, even inside their own economic zones," said Dr Ferrari. 


"Early restraint in the development of this fishery would probably have 
increased the biological catch and the economic return per vessel, thus 
increasing economic benefits both to fishing nations and to coastal states." 


Three Indian Ocean countries are now starting to develop surface tuna fish- 
eries, so far unexploited by the noncoastal states. Early management 
recommendations might help to stop these industries suffering the same 

fate as longline fishing, denying the coastal states the benefit of their 
own resources. 


"We believe that the IOFC has a special responsibility in watching over the 
develorwert of this fishery and proposing temporary management measures, 
shou! ” * sation warrant it,'’ said Minister Ferrari. 

He went o;} © stress the importance of the IOFC's role in the whole 
field of Indian Ocean fishing. 
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Management policies had to be set up in such a way that the final sove- 
reignty of the various countries over their own economic zones was not 
infringed. But at the same time policies must be based on the concensus 
of a large number of the countries concerned and they must be effective. 


One way to achieve this, said Dr Ferrari, was for the LOFC to establish 
measures which the member states would be expected to abide by unless 
they lodged an objection. 


Within the framework of the IOFC, the Seychelles Government looked forward 
to the setting up of a sub-regional body covering the southwestern states 
of the Indian Ocean, he added. 


"We do believe that such a body would play an important role in the devel- 
opment of the fisheries of the region." 


In the case of migratory fish like tuna, cooperation was even more impor- 
tant. 


"It is essential for each country to determine how much of the total 
resources they can harvest or license out to foreign fishing vessels. 
If such agreement is not reached, each country will naturally try to 
maximise its share, regardless of the state of the total stock." 


Fishing Project Launched

[Text] Seychelles is to be the headquarters of a major United Nations 
fisheries development project, set up as part of a new committee to look 
after the interests of fisheries in the southwest Indian Ocean. 


Established by the Indian Ocean Fisheries Commission (IOFC) the committee 
will cover Seychelles, Mauritius, Reunion, Madagascar, Comoros, Mozambique, 
Kenya, Tanzania and Somalia--all countries with common fishing problems 
and to a large extent sharing the same stocks of fish. 


The [OFC met in Perth, Australia, last week when the Seychelles delega- 
tion of Ministers Ferrari and St Ange pressed for just such a regional 
boiy to be formed. 


The development project--to be called the Indian Ocean Module--will start 
early in 1981 and be gradually built up over the next two years to a 
total staff of 10-12 United Nations experts.

The decision re- 
cently taken by the Council 
of Ministers, ‘is one of the 
more important things that | 
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will put to the conference. 
This policy concerns regio: 
nal co-operation in fisheries 
reseach and in controlling the 
exploitation of our fish stocks.

They are heavily fished, 
their natural control systems 
arc out of action and severe 
fluctuations in populations and 
catches are taking place.” 

Dr Lochner writes that the 
two fundamental ways to 
restore the pilchard = = and 
anchovy resources are reduc- 
ing catches below the critical 
level and changing the fishing 
scason 

However, when the stage is 
reached that nature loses con- 
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trol, the population size can no 
longer be calculated and the 
critical point can no longer be 


determined. 

Dr Lochner therefore urges 
that the fishing season be 
limited to the period from the 
beginning of October to the 
end of March. If the monthly 
Catches im that time “total the 
same as has hitherto been 
taken throughout the year, 
then approximately two-thirds 
of adult fish and one-third of 
recruits will be caught. 

“This means that exploita- 
on will be below the critical 
level and the population will 
grow.” 

Dr Lochner writes that a 
change in the fishing season as 
he proposes would be likely to 
have the following conse 
quences: 

@ The anchovy populations 
will increas: rapidly until 
catches of more — than 
1000000 tonnes can be 
realised in South African 
waters and =more than 
2000 000 tonnes off South 
West Africa: 


@ The pilchard populations 
will increase slowly but surely 
until they reach their previous 
levels.” 

The consequences of not 
changing the present fishing 
season are likely to be: 


@ The pilchard populations 
will continue to fluctuate at a 
low level and a further decline 
in catches can be expected. 
@ The piichard cannning in 
dustries are doomed if action 
iS Not taken in me: 

@ The anchovy stocks off 
both the South African and 
South West African coasts are 
under severe strain. A sudden 
decline in anchovy catches, 
which ts bound to come, will 
presumably lead to serious 
economic problems in Walvis 
Bay.

GERMAN SHIPS EXCEED COD LIMITS OFF GREENLAND 
Munich SUEDDEUTSCHE ZEITUNG in German 20 Feb 80 p 7

Cod Caught; Indignatiton on the Island and in Denmark| 


[Text] Copenhagen, 19 February. German fishing steamers have unleashed a 
storm of indignation in Greenland and in Denmark. The minister president 
of Greenland, Jonathan Motzfeldt, called the action of German factory ships 
in Greenland waters “theft and fraud." The Danish minister for Greenland, 
J. P. Hansen, spoke of "professional thievery." Undoubtedly, the angry 
words will be followed by a diplomatic postlude. Denmark is preparing an 
official protest. The district court in the Greenland capital of Nuuk will 
shortly pronounce its first sentence on the captain of the German fishing 
steamer "BX 736 Geeste" from Bremerhaven. 


When a Danish inspection vessel visited that ship, it was determined that 

189 tons of cod fillet in excess of the permitted quantity was on board. The 
court permitted the "Geeste” to sail, after a bond of DM 1 million was posted. 
During an inepection of the “Heidelberg” by the Danish warship "Ingolf," 

the "Heidelberg" went full speed ahead and attempted to flee in direction of 
Iceland together with the trawler "Pickenpack." After intervention by 
Greenland's navy and the alerted Bonn officials the “Heidelberg” finally 
gave up her attempt and returned to Greenland with a Danish prize crew on 
board. More than (word missing! tons of illegal cod fillets were found on 
board. The captain had reported only a catch of 14 tons to the authorities. 
The other ship escaped with 43 tons of cod. 


The continued deception of the authorities by the German masters of the ships 
belonging to the Unilever concern is causing indignation among the population 
of fish-dependent Greenland. In Greenland and in Copenhagen it is suspected 
that the captains are consciously breaking the law and are ready to pay the 
high penalties immediately, since the price of the illegally caught cod is 
said to be worth it. 


It is doubtful if such a shortsighted fishing policy will be profitable. In 
any case it is clear that this German custom will contribute substantially 
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substantially to the possibility of Greenland's leaving the European Com- 
munity and the consequent loss of prestige to that body, which should be 
particularly noticeable in Third World countries, Moreover, community propa- 
ganda would have a splendid example to show how a multinational concern 
threatens the basis of existence of a small nation purely for profit.

HIGH FLUORINE CONTENT FOUND IN KRILL 
Frankfurt/Main FRANKFURTER ALLGEMEINE in German 14 Feb 80 p 9 
[Article: "Excessive Flourine Content in Krill Dampens Hopes") 


[Text] Bonn, 13 February--Deliberations to utilize the small krill crustaceans 
which can be found in masses in Antarctic waters as a large-scale supplier of 
protein for the nourishment of humans have been dampened: On Wednesday in 
Bonn Research Minister Volker Hauff pointed to results of Norwegian studies 
which have shown that krill contains a considerable amount of flourine. He 
announced that the German research had to be reoriented in the light of these 
results. 


Selentists Tore Soevik and Olav Braekka from the Institute for Vitamin 
Research, Bergen, have found that contrary to expectations and in contrast 

to all other fish and crustacean species studied so far, the flourine content 
in krill is very high. Hauff added that due to these findings, which had in 
essence been confirmed by German studies krill could not be "recommended as 

a completely harmless raw material for food without reducing its flourine 
content, according to knowledge gained so far." 


Research in the FRG in the process technology sector will concentrate on the 
development of processes for extraction of the flourine of the krill meat and 
intermediate krill products. Commenting on the use of the krill as a substitute 
for the fish meal still used to a large extent in animal feed, Hauff stated 

that inspite of the high flourine content found an admixture of up to 23 

percent krill meal did not result in flourine quantities above the limits 

set forth by animal feed regulations and were therefore harmless. 


As krill serves as food for whales, seals and other inhabitants of the sea, 
studies are now envisaged to ascertain how the krill acquires flourine and 
whether it is passed on to krill-eating animals.
